Deliver Us From Our Carping Critics 

In every walk of life there is some one—or more than 
one—who tries to tell others what to do and what not to 
do. These dictators grow up in that attitude, and instead 
of giving helpful suggestions they take advantage of people 
who are too tied down by conventions to fight back. News- 
papers receive all sorts of slander in the mail every day. 
They have to print their letters, thus publicising all slander 
that is addressed to them. Steel companies, food companies, 
stores and all phases of industry other than newspapers may 
receive letters, but they don’t have to print any paper and 
broadcast public feeling on their business. 

Writers receive malicious slander sometimes. A writer is 
a person who feels deeply. He lives in the story, book, or 
article he writes. If he is a feature writer or editor he becomes 
very sensitive to public feeling. Every movement of persons 
concerned in an event registers itself in his mind. On writing 
his story he describes to the reading world a picture of the 
scene he has witnessed. Sometimes the scene is humorous, 
sometimes sad. Whatever the scene, the editor who writes 
his views on subjects in the news must present them vividly 
and honestly to his readers. We don’t all see the same event 
happen in the same way but an editor or writer of true qual- 
ities is able to present the event in such a way that the 
reader has no doubt of the occurence. 

Is all this malicious and heartless slander fair to editors 
who give their lives to presenting a picture or sympathizing 
with others?

Dear Julius: . 

I don’t know you personally, and 
after reading your last letter I’m 
very thankful for that. Your pre- 
vious letters have struck me as 
being, while not exactly helpful 
at least slightly funny, but this 
latest one seems to me to be merely 
a childish attempt to gain publicity. 
You didn’t have anything to. say, 
you didn’t know how to say it, and 
you took long enough saying it.” 

In regard to your. first point, 
pertaining to the political affilia- 
tions of the Battery; why hasn’t 
the Battery every right to build-up 
those students which its staff feels 
would be best fitted to fulfill a cer- 
tain student body office? Our stud- 
ent body president, Mr. Campbell, 
clearly asked for high powered 
political campaigns and the Battery 
as a portion of the voices of the 
student body spoke. 

Then Mr. Snow, you went into 
detail on the inferiority of the 
Battery staff. I admit the staff 
may. be beneath the standard. of 
the New York Times, or perhaps 
a great many of other college 
papers but I do know that they 
are doing their best and are doing 
more for the school than you, Mr.} 
Snow, have ever done. Besides be- 
ing on the staff of the Battery, the 
members of the staff carry an aver- 
age of 18% units, while you are 
carrying only 14% and participate 
in no extra-curricular. activities 
besides. 

In your letter I get the impres- 
sion of your patronizing the Bat- 
tery. Neither you. nor any other 
student has’ any grounds for’ this 
patronization for the Battery owes 
you nothing. It costs the staff
